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Estimates Aren’t Promises 


|N THE WRITTEN MATERIAL issued by the 
» Greater Victoria school board this fall in sup¬ 
port of establishing Juan de Fuea College, there is 
to be found no “promise" that the initial cost to the 
local ratepayers would be held to approximately 
$‘250,000 a year. A repeated sentence was, “The 
best estimates of what a college would cost the 
(^{jital Region are only that: estimates." The 
esliiftate of $250,000 annually by the superin¬ 
tendent pf the school district was cited, but not 
without forewarning that “numerous factors will 
affect the pidfcire.” 

The pkitiifr Jim In fact been not merely 
affected but greatly complicated by one factor 
unpredictable at the time of the college plebiscite, 
the provincial govemnifcqt's alteration of college 
budgets from the calendar'war to the fiscal year 
ending March 31. Thus the buHgat approved by the 
college council last Monday rttgfrt, taking into 
account the operation of the Institute of Adult 
Studies for the first six months of nftxl year and 
the operation of Juan de Fuca Coliege untli ihe end 
of March in 1972, causes considerable confushui 

It is reported, however, that if the council bad 
only to budget for 1971, the operation of both the. 
institute and the college would have cost the local 
taxpayers less than $250,000. Likewise the budget 
set the local share of the college costs far the 12 
months from April 1, 1971, to March 31. 1972. at 
$280,709—nol so much higher than $250,000 as to 
lw really noticeable with a growing assessment 
base. 

In the circumstances, the action of college 


councillor Dr. Victor Rogers in walking out of the 
budget meeting and proposing to resign because 
the 15-month budget will come close to $350,000 
instead of the $250,000 annually mentioned for the 
college, appears too hasty. 

One must bear in mind, on the other hand, 
that if a $250,000 local taxpayers’ share was not 
promised, neither was a fee of $200 for students, 
compared with $250 at the adult institute which 
Ihe college will replace. The higher fee would have 
brought the tax share for a full year of college 
operations to less than $250,000. 

The exact fee structure, one of Ihe school 
hoard's booklets said in the fall, could nol be 
determined pending the formation of the college 
council, but “it is reasonable to assume they might 
be approximately those charged at other colleges 
in British Columbia, where fees range from $200 to 
$250 per year. Our Institute of Adult Studies 
charges $250 per year. University fees are a 
minimum of $428 per year.” 

Students, it went on to say, might be eligible 
for scholarships, bursaries, provincial government 
fee remission and other financial assistance and 
grants as well as the Canada Student Loans Plan. 

\ A reasonable compromise, surely, would have 
ofceii to set the fee at $225 or jo— not the lowest in 
the'province, but not the highest either, and still a 
great saving in comparison with university fees. If 
the budget .next year calls for an increase in the 
lax rate, it wt|| be a legitimate demand that the 
fees be raised accordingly. 


An Offensive Publication 


PEOPLE WHO ARE INTERESTED in the life 
A of the University of Victoria, ordinary citizens 
as well as alumni whose taxes go to keep the 
institution operating, react with increasing disgust 
and impatience to any ropy of The Martlet they 
hap[»eii to encounter. 


Few, it. would be thought, will go out of their 
way to find a copy and fewer still to buy it, unless 
they are amused by obscenities; for the editorial 
policy seems to have ijeen designed to be offensive. 

The language is worse than vulgar, reminis 
cent of the graffiti contributed by nine-year-olds to 
the wails of school lavatories. 


What is distressing is not so much the weird 
mental processes of the persons responsible for The 
Maillei’s publication but the implied acceptance of 
this sordid bit of writing by the student population 
as a wiiule. 


It might have been thought that the majority 
Would have resented and rejected such trash. And 
perhaps it does. But Ihe fact remains The Martlet 
continues in ij« scrofulous ways. 

It pretends to speak for the university 
majority, even when it insults and systematically 
tries to denigrate those in authority. And when 
that majority fails to remonstrate or to deny com¬ 


pliance the impression gains that The Martlet’s 
claim is true. 

The paper is financed in large part refunds 
from the Alma Mater Society. The Society gets its 
financing out of a share of tuition fees, in ao 
arrangement corresponding to union check off. But'' 
surely in the democratic society they enjoy, 
students have the right to control the flow of funds 
to a cause in which they have no sympathy. 

It should be understood by everyone con¬ 
cerned with the university and hopeful for its 
future that the manifestation of unhealthy 
influences.'such as The Martlet, is damaging to Ihe 
prospects and reputation of the school. It could in 
the end effectively shut off a large reservoir of 
public support that has been lapped in the past 
And students should lie aware that without public 
sympathy and aJJ that it implies the effectiveness 
of the machinery for their educgtjpn can be 
seriously reduced. 

It is for these reasons they should demand 
that the organ of their university change its tone, 
and adopt an attitude of tolerance so dear to the 
hearts of modern educators. 

Along with a tolerant outlook it might be a 
good idea if The Martlet hied to cultivate good 
manners and good taste, it would win a wider 
readership as well as respect.

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Defence Witnesses at My Lai Trial 


No Orders ‘to Kill Them 


FT. BENNING, G«. (UPI) 
— An army officer testifying 
in defence at lat Lieut. 
William L Galley Jr. said 
Friday troops at My Lai had 
orders not to let civilians get 
behind their lines because the 
civilians were suspected of 
sniping and acts of terrorism 
Capt. George White, 22, a 
boyish-looking but much- 
decorated Vietnam veteran, 
said the order resulted from 
"the fact we had failed 
previously and let civilians 


get around us." He sa|d this 
had "cloeed our back door." 

Prosecutor Capt. Aubrey 
Daniel zeroed In on this point 
when it came lime for cross- 
examination. 

"Is it your testimony that a 
statement was made not to 
let (civilians) g et behind 
you?" 

"Yes." White replied. 


"It wasn't said to kill 
them?" asked Daniel 
"No, it wasn’t " 

Galley is accused of the 
premeditated murder of 102 
South Vietnamese civilians 
while leading his platoon on a 
sweep through My Lai. 

On redirect examination 
defence attorney Richard Kay 
asked White "If any provision 


was made for this mission to 
evacuate large groups of 
clvillana?" 

"No sir." White responded 

Daniel leaped to his feet at 
this point and interrupted: 

"But no order was given to 
kill large groups of civilians 
in Jieu of evacuation, was 
there?" 

"No," White replied 


White spent most of tiie day 
on the stand. Two other 
witnesses. Scott Baker, a 
former helicopter pilot now 
living in Carmichael, Calif., 
and Dale Mott of Miami, a 
helicopter door gunner, both 
testified they saw bodies in 
the village of My Lai before 
Galley's platoon completed its 
sweep.

It statad that a corporation 
established under the Act 
"shall be deemed not to be a 
corporation under the Income 
Tax Act, 1992," which means 
there are no tax advantages 
involved.

199 professional 
corporations had been regis- 
lered in B C.

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Bible (Condemns Southpaws?

LONDON (UPJl — The 
Bible lg unfair to lefthander*, 
a book an lelthandedness 
publlihed recently says 

"Over 100 favorable refer¬ 
ences to the right hand and 
about 25 unfavorable men¬ 
tions of the left hand are 
made In the Bible," says 
author Michael Barsley. 

Himself a southpaw Bars¬ 
ley points out in "lefthanded 
man in a righthanded world" 
that an estimated 10 per cent 
of the world's population is 
naturally lefthanded. 


Famous slnistrals. or left¬ 
handers. include Leonardo Da 
Vinci, Cicero, Charlemagne, 
King David. Hans Holbein the 
Younger, Dean Rusk. Robert 
MacNamara. Harold Mac¬ 
Millan and Prince Charles. 

Barsley says America and 
parts of western Europe have 
"emancipated" the lefthander 
from insistence that children 
learn to write with their right 
hand. 

But Spain, Italy, all iron 
curtain contrlei except 
Czechoslovakia and most of 
the eastern world rule that all 
children must be righthanded. 


West Germany only recently 
dropped mandatory right- 
handedness in schools, the 
author says. 

Declaring that some places 
still associate lefthandedness 
yviUi the devil and with evil. 
Barsley turns to the Bible. 

He says the main condem¬ 
nation of the left is in St. 
Matthew's gospel and the 
parable of the sheep and 
goats. "It is an account so 
entirely alien to the Jesus of 
the sermon on the mount In 
Galilee that, whatever schol¬ 
ars may say, it can be 
discounted as a damaging and 


dangerous piece of misreport- 
ing." 

Barsley contends that fiom 
the parable comes not only 
the separation of sheep from 
goats, but right from left: 

“When the son of man shall 
come in his glory ... he shall 
sit up the throne of his 
glory . and before him- 
shall be gathered all nations, 
and he shall separate them 
one from another, as a 
shepherd divideth his sheep 
from the goats. And he shall 
set the sheep on his right 
hand and the goats on his left. 

"Then shall the" king say 


unto them on his right hand, 
come ye blessed of my 
fathers, inherit the kingdom 
prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world . . 
then shall tie say unto them 
on the left hand, depart from 
me, ye cursed, into everlast¬ 
ing fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels." 

Barsley asks: "Could there 
be any more direct incitement 
against lefthanders than 
this?" 

He adds: "It Is holy writ — 
and it is wholly rubbish. It 
need not be seriously con¬ 
sidered today. But It has done 
untold harm In the past."

New Cathedral Displays 
Splendor Amidst Poverty

SAN FRANCISCO - When 
Archbishop Joseph McGucken 
opened the new St. Mary's 
Cathedral here last month, he 
said he hoped the building 
would inspire Catholics with 
increased charity for the 
poor. 

This was a little rebuke to 
some Catholics who have 
been protesting the building, 
which replaces one that 
burned down. The diocese 
says the new structure co*t 
$7.5 million the estimates of 
opponents run up to _ $17 
million Anyway, It was too 
much, say the critics: there 
is no need for sumptuous 
churches while there is pov¬ 
erty in the world. 

Vast Wealth 

Ucdou btedly. American 
Catholics in recent decades 
built a great deal; every 
prelate was measured by the 
volume of construction. In a 
few years, the church in the 
U.S. seems to have recapitu¬ 
lated, In concrete, a thousand 
years of European religious 
history. Now there Is doubt 
Last week a Catholic laymen’s 
organization protested to the 
nation's bishops that the 
church has vast, unpublished 
wealth wbich ought to be used 
for the poor. The bishops are 
trying to raise $50 million for 
the poor, and they deny any 
huge wealth. It is true, 
however, that their methods 
of accounting to the public 
are not very thorough 

The new St. Mary's is a 
very Impressive church, pos¬ 
sibly a great building. But 
tins problem of buildings has 
been with tlifi church for a 
long time. St. Clement's in 
Rome is, at base level, a 
Roman noble house where 
Christians met, and In its 
basement is a small pre- 
Christian Roman temple. 
Above the Roman house arc 
the walls and floors of a very 
early Christian church, prob¬ 
ably 1.500 years old, and 
above this, the vast magnifi¬ 
cence of the Renaissance 
church you see from the 
outside Many European 
churches were hundreds of 
years in (he building: the 
mere stretch of time probably 
made the cost of them less 
onerous. The techniques of

modem budding are swift and 
conspicuously expensive. 

But it was, after all. the 
preaching of an indulgence — 
with collections attached — 
for the building of St Peter's 
Basilica that infuriated a 
priest, Marlin Luther, into 
open rebellion. St Peter's Is a 
very great human artistic 
achievement, but one wonders 
what the coat of it really was. 
In every way One cannot 
even read descriptions of 
Solomon's temple in the Bible 
willtout wondering what it 
was all for. 

The chapel of Merton 
College in Oxford is incom- 
jdete: building was stopped 
about 1450. after 180 years of 
work, because it was toy 
expensive. The present rem¬ 
nant apse, transepts, tower 
and choir — is huge: the 
finished work would have 
been a minor minister, but 
the nave was never built. 'It 
had cost leas than 100 pounds 
sterling when it was stopped. 

Simple Churches 

In early America, tile con- 
temijorarles and descendants 
of these same puritan* built 
simple little churches, some 
very elegant, as rebuke* to 
magnificence But what did 
such simplicity do for the 
people? There Is no evidence 
whatever that it sustained 
religion or morality any more 
than did Notre Dame at 
Paris, or the Hagia Sophia in 
Constantinople. 

Even in the high ages of

Catholicism, not everyone 
built richly, for eternity. The 
Benedictine order erected 
splendors everywhere; some 
of the greatest cathedrals of 
England were their abbeys at 
one time, like Gloucester and 
Worcester. But the Domini¬ 
cans. immensely powerful in 
the 13tli and 14th centuries, 
avoided great buildings 
Scarcely one of theirs has 
survived: they were too poor 
to preserve. 

Fashions change, too. Some 
of the greatest examples of 
Renaissance architecture are 
Italian churches with no 
facades: a shift in priorities 
left them unfinished. In Bar¬ 
celona (he most magnificent 
example of arl nouveau in the 
world la a church front with 
no church attached The 
people have built, and aban¬ 
doned at will. 

Great Pain 

A great church can be a 
great pain in a pastor's neck, 
Inn Travellers marvel at the 
art and treasure of churches 
In Spain. I have known 
Spanish pastors who would 
like to be rid of these costly 
places, but what are they to 
do with them? Or where find 
the money to replace them 
with simple ones? In Vienna, 
a priest I once knew had 
charge o f . among other 
things, 2,000 plaster angels in 
a vast baroque church, on 
wall and ceiling. Some had 
shaken loose and fallen during 
the Second World War: strip¬ 
ping the whole building would 
have cost more than restora¬ 
tion, so he restored. 

In Nebraska, I knew a 
priest who In 20 year* worked 
himself to death pulUng sev¬ 
eral parishes ouf of bank¬ 
ruptcy during and ufter the 
depression, keeping their 
schools open, repairing, re¬ 
building. This man was a 
great benefactor, a kind man 
who had to use his pulpit to 
cajole money out of people to 
tend oil collapse Would the 
church as an organization, or* 
any of its members, have 
been any better off If he had 
been out organizing poor 
people's campaigns instead? 
It Is hard to judge. 

The new SI. Mary's is a 
glorious building it appears 
to float on lire little hill up 
O'Farrell St. But it does not 
rest easy on the ambiguities 
of the Catholic conscience.

I-et us 
listen to the bishop's report 
and participate in the discus¬ 
sion that will follow And let 
us make our own this brief 
message from the Kyoto 
conference: 

"To one and all. beginning 
with ourselves, we say that

are now united in one desliny. 

"We live or die together 
We can continue to drift 
toward a common doom or 
we can engage together in the 
struggle for peace.

It creates a climate of fear

fosters the escalation of the 
arms race that no threatens 
man's life on earth, it regards 
peace as an armed, t-uce or a 
balance of terror, It dismisses 
as Utopian a truly universal 
concern for the welfare of 
mankind.

A capsule excerpt from the 
conference message, quoted 
in the Christian Science Moni¬ 
tor, is as follows: 

"We found that we share: 

• A conviction of the 
fundamental unity of the 
human family, and the equal¬ 
ity and dignity of all human 
beings: 

• A sense of the sacred- 
ness of the individual person 
and his conscience;
